Many are the young couples who dream of someday own- 
ing a lush, green rolling pastured farm. . .and if that farm 
becomes reality, horses seem to be a “‘must’’. . .whether they 
be thoroughbreds, quarter horses, show horses. 

The highways and byways of Marion County (midstate 
Florida) are up-to-date scenic reproductions of the Virginia, 
Kentucky and New England horse country, with Ocala taking 
the place of Middleburg, Louisville, Lexington. 

It is an exclusive club, Marion County, with its handsome, 
sprawling, live-oaked green meadows turned into paddocks for 
the aristocracy of horsedom to graze and play. . .some 125 
horse farms are here; more being added weekly, peopled in- 
creasingly by a new breed. . .young couples moving in from all 
over the continent to live, work and play with the fleet-of-foot 
stars of tomorrow. 

And outstanding in the new-breed clique are Carol and 
Buck Harris who live, work and play most contentedly on 
their truly magnificent 500-acre Bo-Bett Farm just outside of 
Ocala near a small town named Reddick.

College partly to discourage her love of horses. “‘It only inten- 
sified my interest,” she recalls. 

Carol started with saddle horses, then Tennessee Walkers 
and Standardbreds, showed throughout the East in equitation 
classes. And in 1952, her father, the late Cal Agar (a pioneer 
in the corrugated-paper business) bought her first quarter 
horse, Homemade Candy, who won honors in reining and plea- 
sure classes, turned out to be ‘“‘A tremendous brood mare and 
is here at Bo-Bett, still producing at 18 years of age. In fact, 
Mr. and Mrs. John E. Wooten of Palm Beach own a daugh- 
ter, Really Sweet, who at two years is winning quarter horse 
English pleasure class honors.”’

In Texas he rode the world-famous cutting horse Holly- 
wood Cat and showed Dixie Buck at Fort Worth to win grand 
champion honors over 400 other mares, this being the first 
time Carol and Buck crossed paths. In fact, they still have 
quarter horses in training at Gainesville, Tex. as well as at Bo- 
Bett Farm. 

And, as this is written, their 3-year old filly Snaps Sheba is 
entered in the National Cutting Horse Association’s Cutting 
Futurity at Fort Worth—Buck Harris is riding hard for the 
richest purse ever offered there, $100,000. 

Bo-Bett Farm with its miles of green paddocks where 
weanlings, yearlings, mares and stallions romp and play has an 
aura of happiness. . .everything and everyone is outgoing, wel- 
coming, from Carol and Buck Harris to the 150 horses and a 
whole menagerie of cats and dogs.

A pace-setting travel elite has 
launched a distinctive trend to more re- 
mote destinations enhanced with distin- 
guished small hotels. 

The focus in travel has turned in 
fashionable succession, first to resort 
spots in Greece, then Spain and Portu- 
gal, followed by Yugoslavia, and cur- 
rently Africa. Escape from the mass 
market has definitely pushed back travel 
frontiers. 

The road to evasion has spurred 
auto rental, because, to paraphrase a 
very worthy travel slogan, “‘Driving 
there is half the fun,” especially on un- 
crowded European byways. Car trips of- 
fer freedom from timetables, and the de- 
light of close-up study of the flowing 
countryside. 

Perhaps the most significant recent 
development has been for travel epicures 
to eschew huge hotels, to seek out prized

ancient road sign) date from 1788. This 
inn stands where the St. Gottard Pass 
turns at the Reuss River, then rises ab- 
ruptly to meet the spectacular challenge 
of the 18th Century Pont du Diable, a 
devilish bridge, indeed. 

At its zenith, the place had a stable 
for more than 200 horses. And it boasted 
a veterinary center frequented by 
coaches as late as the 1920s. History lin- 
gers still, at Stern und Post, but nowa- 
days excellent cuisine is the relais’ hall- 
mark. Among the chef’s specialties are 
Reusse River trout in red wine and veal 
with Morilles. A hearty selection of 
1950s Bordeaux and Burgundy wines 
matches notable vintages of Swiss Valais 
and Dol. 

Somewhat larger than the average 
relais, Stern und Post now has 80 beds. 
Initially, there were about a dozen 
rooms, but additions were made in 1957 
and 1962. Fortunately, distinctive char- 
acter has been retained through careful 
design scale and extensive use of an- 
tiques. The remarkable tavern-lounge 
has rich paneling, a giant fireplace, and 
curious lantern lights. 

A Swiss relais with contrasting char- 
acter but similar dedication to excellence 
is ‘‘La Renardiere’’ (Fox lair). It is 
about a 20-minute drive southeast of 
Montreux, at a more than 4,000-foot al- 
titude. The rapid climb by car is splen- 
did in any season. 

“Ta Renardiere”’ is the notable relais 
of M. and Mme. Andre Simar, at Vil- 
lars-sur-Ollon, a village of 600. The pop- 
ulation swells to more than 6,000 per- 
sons in peak winter season. This attrac- 
tive international resort has 14 ski-lifts 
and two rinks, as well as a golf course

tensive collection of modern paintings, 
and ancient Chinese art objects. Many 
important personalities have visited 
Monte Verita, including Queen Juliana, 
King Leopold of Belgium, and Dwight 
Eisenhower. 


Part of Monte Verita’s appeal is its 
proximity to music festivals held annual- 
ly in Ascona, Locarno, Lugano, and 
Stressa. It is also conveniently situated 
for excursions on the Italian Lakes, and 
the relais’ facilities include tennis courts, 


Olympic-size pool, and many hiking 
paths. 

Still another focal point at Monte 
Verita is its Locanda Restaurant, built 
in 1937 and decorated with frescos by 
Hafelfinger of Zurich. Responsible for 
gourmet pleasure during the past 15 
years has been Chef Hans Annan. 

Irrespective of country, a relais al- 
most always has the welcome warmth of 
a household. For example, at Ombre- 
mont on Lake Le Bourget’s shores, the 
inn has just 20 rooms, each decorated 
with Mme. Armand Perreard’s unerring 
taste. The atmosphere is decidedly 
marked by staff courtesy and personal 
interest.

di Vacca on the Emerald Coast of Sar- 
dinia. Quite naturally, almost all visitors 
to relais travel by auto. 

To facilitate finding the way and 
choosing among these inns there is a 
handy 44-page booklet entitled Relais de 
Campagne. Published annually, it is 
available through the French Tourist 
Office, 610 Fifth Ave., New York 10020. 
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One key feature is a small map that pin- 
points each relais. 

Travel to European relais is easy 
and comfortable by car, as well as much 
more economical than one might expect. 
A U.S. driver’s license is accepted in all 
Western European countries. Rental re- 
quires minimum formalities; most will 
be handled by a travel agent, car rental 
agency, or foreign auto dealer. 

Rental rates vary according to coun- 
try and size of car but are less than at 
home. In Germany, Italy, or Portugal, 
compacts start at $3 to $4 per day, plus 
4 to 5 cents a kilometer. 

Auto leasing under purchase-repur- 
chase plans are ideal for extended stays. 
Under a typical plan, a small deposit is 
made, the car is purchased, used for one 
to six months, then sold back to the 
dealer at the prearranged price. For ex- 
ample, a Renault-4 costs only $354 for 
two months’ use, and the large front- 
wheel-drive Renault-16 is $453 for a 
similar time. Under other plans, a car 
may be bought at discount price for ex- 
port to the U.S., with all shipping and 
customs details handled by the seller. 

Without doubt, the lure of the 
“open road” and carefree driving are 
fast developing a travel-wise group of

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Heine was when a visit to Spain 
meant coming to grips with Spanish ol- 
ive oil and learning to like it, or surviv- 
ing on a diet of soup, eggs and fresh 
fruit. No more. Today, Spain has be- 
come a Mecca for tourists, and restaura- 
teurs, wise to the ways of traveling 
Americans, have imported French, 
Swiss, Italian chefs, expanded their me- 
nus to embrace international cuisine. 


Now the visitor may dip into the 
Spanish cuisine, take his fill of the na- 
tive foods, then balance this with lighter 
fare. In Barcelona, the elegant Finisterre 
on Avenue Gen. Franco has gone inter- 
national; and further down the street, 
the Parellada offers French and Spanish 
specialties side-by-side on a rich a la 
carte menu. 

In Madrid, the Club 31 has broken 
with the old Spanish rule of dining from 
10 to midnight and now offers interna- 
tional fare from noon to 2 a.m. At the 
Bellman, the menu is Swedish and 
French; at the Chalet Scizo, Spanish 
and Swiss. 

But there is still ample opportunity 
to enjoy the best dishes of old Spain — 
at the famous shellfish restaurant Hogar 
Gallego in Madrid; in the exciting caves 
of Cuevas de Luis Candelas; and at the 
243-year-old Antigua Casa Sobrino de 
Botin, where the food is Castilian and 
roast suckling pig is superb! 

Not to be missed by the food fancier 
are the regional specialties in the rustic 
El] Portalon in Vitoria; or the seafood at 
Las Acaciais at Costa Brava; or the 
Basque dishes in the elegant, old-fash- 
ioned Victor Restaurant in Bilbao. For 
good French and Spanish food, Venta de 
Aires — a country-style restaurant out- 
side the ancient town of Toledo — is 
worth a visit. 


While each Spanish province has its 
own specialty in food and wine, all 
Spain unites in believing that two fac- 
tors are needed for good eating in Spain 
— wine for drink and oil for condiment. 
The olive is seen as the symbol of peace 
and the basis of good health. It has im- 
pregnated the whole of Mediterranean 
cooking ever since the Phoenicians 
planted their olive groves. 


Spanish wines vary in types, flavors 
and strengths ranging from the nine- 
percent alcoholic content of a lean 
“churrillo” from Burgos up to the 
heavyweight champions like Jumilla, 
Carinena and Yecla, which proudly 
reach twice that strength. Added to 
these are the world-famous sherries of 
Jerez. When traveling through Navarre, 
Aragon or Murcia, one drinks less but 
feels it more, for here the strongest 
wines of Spain are produced. 
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From the gastronomical point of 
view, Spain is quite varied. There are 50 
recognized ways of serving potatoes, 
more than 30 recipes for making the far- 
famed cold soup called Gazpacho. 
Broadly speaking, the country can be di- 
vided into five zones: the north, the area 
for sauces; the center, for roasts; the 
south, for fried dishes; the east, rice 
dishes; the Ebra basin, the area of Chi- 
lindrones. 


This last is an Iberian sauce in 
which chicken, lamb, kid or veal can 
equally well be cast adrift; the basis is 
tomato and onion chopped very fine and 
fried in oil, in which the meat is pot- 
roasted. After this, Choricero peppers, 
garlic, parsley, toasted saffron, paprika, 
and chillies are added. Even loin of 
pork, in slices, can be used in Chilindron 
sauce. 


Spanish wines almost coincide with 
the gastronomical zones. In the north 
are the cold wines, known as verdes 


(green): Basque Chacolis and Galician 
wines; in the center, Upper Castile 
makes hill wines and La Mancha (Home 
of Don Quixote) wines of the plain; the 
south is the land of aromatic wines; in 
the east are the Punic-Hellenic brews 
with the Priorato wines of Catalonia 
leading the field. And, finally, coinciding 
with the Chilindron region, the mascu- 
line wines of the Ebra basin, fit for stal- 
wart men and the perfect partners for 
the robust cookery of Navarre and Ara- 
gon; and the much finer wines of the 
Rioja. 

In Madrid, one finds all these re- 
gions represented. Spanish cooking is es- 
sentially sober and conservative. (And 
this is true despite the fact that much of 
the food is enjoyed in gay sidewalk cafes 
under brightly striped awnings.) As a 
Spaniard explained to me, ‘“‘Our food 
does not indulge in over-refinement and 
excessive or rococo adornment. It is 
rather like the Escorial, both in its 


clean-cut lines and as an Eighth Won- 
der. Paella is its only concession to the 
baroque.” 


If I had to choose the five most pop- 
ular dishes in this ancient land of rugged 
mountains, twisting rivers, golden grain 
and fields of crimson poppies, I would 
name Cocido (garbanzo beans cooked 
with beef, ham and tomatoes); Fabada 
(a stew of enormous white beans flavor- 
ed with pork sausage, close cousin of our 
own Yankee bean soup); Paella (rice 
and saffron cooked with seafood, meat 
and vegetables); Gazpacho (a wonderful- 
ly refreshing summer iced soup); Flan (a 
meltingly delicious caramel custard 
which may be flavored with rum, coco- 
nut, or fruit preserves). 


Mention must be made of Spain’s 
exceptionally fine seafood. Two of the 
shellfish are hardly known outside 
Spain. The cieira or scallop, whose shells 
were worn in the hats of pilgrims to the 
tomb of St. James in Compostela during 
the Middle Ages, is excellent eaten raw 
with lemon juice or may be cooked. The 
second is the percebe or goose-barnacle 
and there is a short variety from Biscay, 
and a long one from Galicia. Cigalas 
(crayfish) come from the southern coasts 
and langostinos (Dublin Bay prawns) 
from the eastern. 


Spaniards like their shellfish with a 
‘“‘sreen’’ wine—a Chacoli or a white Ga- 
lician Ribero—or still better, a sparkling 
Agullo or Condado. 


For anglers, especially for salmon en- 
thusiasts, Spain is a sportsman’s para- 
dise. Game is also plentiful, especially 
rabbits, partridges and pigeons. 


Fruit is the favorite Spanish dessert, 
and there are scores to choose from: 
blood oranges, grapes from Almeria, Ar- 
anjuez strawberries, Asturian apples, Ar- 
agonese pears and peaches; figs from 
Andalusia and Lepe, custard apples from 
Malaga; plums and quinces and dates, 
both fresh and preserved. 

Spain is famous for her turron (nou- 
gat, hard or soft), so ancient that it is 
mentioned in a poem by Hafiz. And 
marzipan, invented by the Moors of To- 
ledo, who mixed sugar with ground al- 
monds during the siege of the city by 
Alfonso VI of Castile in 1083-85. There 
is nothing in the world quite like the 
tortera de Navidad (Christmas tart) 
filled with cabello de angel (calabash 
jam) and scented with cinnamon and 
clove, or Perrunas smelling of lemon, sir- 
ups and dry sweets made by the Comen- 
dadoras de Santiago, or the Yemas from 
the Santa Ursula or San Leandro nuns 
— a vast range of convent-made sweets 
with a tradition several centuries old.

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John MacArthur reviews script for 
a film on the life of Osceola 

to star actor Burt Reynolds, right.

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ie D. MacArthur, like Jesse 
James, has been blamed for every indis- 
cretion and offense that has come down 
the pike during his lifetime. 

He is a household word in Florida 
and points north. One can pick the 
household and the word. 

“T once went with John MacArthur 
to dinner while he offered me a job. He 
stuck me with the check.” 

“That’s nothing. Did you hear about 
the time he bought that dog for mil- 
lions?” 

“T hear he hires nothing but handi- 
capped workers.” 

“‘He makes up the beds at the Col- 
onnades, you know.”’ 

Fitted somewhere in between the 
wild and near accurate statements is the 
personality of one John D. MacArthur, 
a man who helped catapult this area 
into fantastic economic growth. 

An executive close to the MacArthur 
enterprises offers: “It isn’t just the mon- 
ey Mr. MacArthur has poured into 
Palm Beach County. It’s the uninhibit- 
ed imagination he has to go with it.” 

Imagination is perhaps the key to 
the 74-year-old MacArthur, owner of 
Bankers Life and Casualty Co., 13 oth- 
er insurance companies and numerous 
other Midas-touched enterprises. Imagi- 
nation and an intuitive understanding of 
people and the law has made MacArthur 
one of the wealthiest men in the country 
with a personal fortune worth some- 
where about $800 million. 

In Palm Beach County, where mil- 
lionaires abound, MacArthur is an ano- 
maly; he is no dilettante, no restless soul 
looking for a sweet charity. 

“Tf it weren’t for MacArthur,” says 
a North Palm Beach businessman, ‘“‘and 
a couple of other men like him, Palm 
Beach County would still be in the early 
fifties struggling to get out.” 

Probably that statement comes very 
close to the true evaluation of the eftorts 
of MacArthur who came to Palm Beach 
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He Turns Ideas Into Million$

County in the mid-fifties and began to 
remodel the north portion of the area. 
“Actually,” it is quoted, “John MacAr- 
thur didn’t come to our area, he HAP- 
PENED to it.” 

Since that time, he has built a new 
city — Palm Beach Gardens — the 
PGA National Golf courses with grander 
ones in the offing, influenced RCA to 
move a major facility into the county, 
moved the trouble-plagued Professional 
Golfers Association here, rebuilt a major 
hotel at the Colonnades and literally 
created thousands of jobs which acceler- 
ated the money flow throughout the 
county. 

One of the most glamorous of these 
enterprises is MacArthur Productions, a 
television company which is the only 
single facility to use his name on the 
company. 

First MacArthur joined with Ivan 
Tors for television productions of Flip- 
per, Gentle Ben, Daktari and Cowboy in 
Africa. Tors and MacArthur split; Mac- 
Arthur hired Tors President Sherman 
Adler and started his own television pro- 
duction company and a continuing day- 
time show, Treasure Isle. 

The company began with assets of 
about $1 million, according to Adler, 
and less than a year later amassed assets 
of over $6 million. A movie, a continu- 
ing series, two or three specials and 
technical work on several projects are 
planned for this winter season. 

From Adler comes this insight into 
the man: ‘‘Mr. MacArthur has a great 
flair for economic logic. He can see the 
practicality of a new television project, 
where most of us are laboring with the 
technicalities. 

“Most of the time he is thinking 
from mountain top to mountain top 
while the rest of us are struggling to run 
up and down the valleys,” Adler says. 

MacArthur did some mountain-top 
thinking back in 1935 when he _ pur- 
chased the failing Bankers Life and Ca-

-surance plan which the depression-rid- 
den country could afford.

_ insurance company — burst at the 
seams and suddenly he found the success 
questioned on different occasions by in- 
surance commissioners, the Post Office 
and the Federal Trade Commission. 

But MacArthur won over them all 
even though he started off by telling the 
Illinois state examiner: “‘Let’s start on 
this premise. I’ll admit more than you 
can prove.” 

From the first company, MacArthur 
moved into other states with other 
fights and victories; he convinced Flori- 
da insurance commissioner Ed Larson 
and Georgia insurance czar Zack Cravey 
— both through the courts — Banker’s 
Life was here to stay. 

An abject toughie, MacArthur is cut 
from a one-time-only mold. His aim is to 
build, develop and see his ideas reach 
fruition. He is, apparently, ever mindful 
of the people ‘“‘But I’m probably the 
most calloused person to public opinion 
you know. The public will think what it 
wants,” he says. 

There is whimsy in his eye, a gleam, 
which connotes the practical joker (‘‘I 
love a practical joke’’) but he discusses 
his business with a methodical direct- 
ness, bent on winning over the listener. 

Those who work for him know his 
capacity for daily routine and his “‘gen- 
erals’ have grown accustomed to the 
unexpected. 


In describing the site of a proposed 
television movie and series, Sherman 
Adler offered that the newly purchased 
MacArthur cattle ranch near Okeecho- 
bee City is perfect because it is “‘steeped 
in Indian lore.” 

The next weekend, MacArthur asked 
for volunteers — including his legal ad- 
visors — for a “‘work-in”’ at the ranch. 
Quite naturally, a couple of dozen de- 
partment heads mustered at the Colon- 
nades Beach Hotel at 5 a.m. one Satur- 
day for the 36-48 hour labor. ‘‘We’ll be 
there over night,’ mentioned one em- 
ployee. ‘“‘Where will we sleep?’ The 
ranch could not accommodate that 
many. 

“Son, we’re taking a few blankets 
from the hotel and camping on the 
ground. That territory is just steeped in 
Indian lore,’”’ MacArthur quipped. 

The Florida beginnings for MacAr- 
thur started in 1954 when he took pos- 
session of 3200 acres of the county 
which included Lake Park, and another 
tract in Dade County. After turning a 
$4 million profit from the Dade County 
investment, he turned his attentions on 
Palm Beach County. 
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“Lake Park was an old boom town,” 
MacArthur recalls. “‘I had a mortgage 
on most of the town, some beach proper- 
ty and a good part of the north area. I 
had to foreclose on the mortgage — 
about $5% million and that’s a lot of 
money.” 

MacArthur thought of medium-cost 
housing and set about to build the nec- 
essary facilities such as a water and sew- 
age plants. 

“You know the age of the septic 
tank is gone, but a few of the town folk 
jumped me about my water and sewage 
plant. Here I was, this Yankee trying to 
improve something, and they wanted no 
part of me or it,” he says. 

MacArthur took out a full page ad 
in the Palm Beach Post-Times telling the 
town fathers how “‘un-progressive”’ they 
were, and when the mayor et al objected 
he served eviction notices on the public 
buildings, which he owned. 

“Well, I wouldn’t have gone through 
with it,” he says now, ‘“‘but it did the 
job. The town people decided they 
wanted the plants.” 

After the preliminary bouts were 
through, MacArthur proceeded with his 
medium-cost plan. A model home was 
completed and MacArthur and his wife 
Catherine flew in to inspect the product. 

“We had reservations at the Colony 
Hotel, but we got off the plane and 
went directly to the model home. One 
look at it and we decided we’d be more 
comfortable by ourselves, so we went 
out and bought a few necessities and 
stayed there.” 

The public never saw the model 
home and the MacArthurs stayed for 
over ten years. 

Since moving into an apartment at 
the Colonnades Beach Hotel, MacAr- 
thur can most often be found occupying 
a table in the coffee shop discussing the 
business of the day. 

‘‘Almost anybody can get to see Mr. 
MacArthur,’ says an employee. ‘“‘He 
never turns a person away who wants to 
discuss a profitable venture or a good 
idea. But heaven help the con-man who 
tries to smooth-talk him; that’s verbal 
suicide.” 

MacArthur, it is reported, may just 
sit and chat with a fast-talker while he 
pats his Weimaraner ‘“‘Zeckendorf,” 
(‘because he has a long nose like Bill 
Zeckendorf’’). Chances are the con-man 
will get the luncheon check delivered to 
him after MacArthur takes his leave. 

MacArthur is slow to anger, al- 
though there is an obvious impatience 
with sloth or boondoggling. He even 
brushes aside a growing collection of an- 
ecdotes and mis-representations printed 
and spoken about him.

If I think something is — 
for the good, then I’ll ask for it and 
work like the devil to get it,” he says. 

MacArthur did just that after he 
fought and won a bout with the Profes- 
sional Golfers Association after that 
group attempted to vacate the $2.5 mil- 
lion project he built for them in Palm

his need for sweep and movement. 

The landscapes whether of Ameri- 
ca or France or Italy have a rich 
warmth and a tempered calm that 
soothe the soul. The cityscapes have a 
hurrying immediacy. 

Cascella never worries about dating 
himself with customs or costumes, but 
concentrates on a vivid and poetic recre- 
ation of life as he has partaken of it. 
Thus you have his lush still-lifes with 
fruit and flowers and wine, with oysters 
and cabbage and giant crabs. Thus too 
the ebullient and beautiful flower paint- 
ings. Cascella is so concerned with all of 
life that he cannot resist putting as 
much of it as possible into every one of 
his paintings, and if you look closely at 
what seems to be a simple floral you will 
almost aways find a tidy landscape in 
the background. Or even an old car. 

This year the Galerie Juarez will 
mount its most ambitious Cascella exhi- 
bition, Spring in the Abruzzi. The artist 
was born in that part of Italy where 
flowered hills sweep down to the Adriat- 
ic, and he often celebrates his father’s 
house and his hometown of Ortona in 
landscape.

A Musical 
Night of Nights

iF you’re fortunate enough to be one of those seated in 
the West Palm Beach Auditorium the evening of Feb. 10, at a 
certain moment you may recall the phrase “‘. . . you could 
hear a pin drop.” 

For on the podium, before 103 musicians, a gray-maned 
bundle of musical energy will be about to raise his baton. It’s 
Leonard Bernstein — the New York Philharmonic Orchestra 
— a night of history in the musical world. 

Recently returned from a triumphant, 10-country tour of 
Europe and Israel, the orchestra will be making its last trip 
under the guidance of Bernstein who has announced his retire- 
ment. 

The special program is a benefit for the Henry Morrison 
Flagler Museum, sponsored by Mrs. Jean Flagler Matthews, 
whose father, Harry Harkness Flagler, was a supporter of the 
New York Philharmonic from the time of its founding until 
his resignation from the presidency of the organization in ~ 
1934. 

Mrs. William L. Kemp Jr., publicity chairman for the 
coming event, announced that a specially-built, transparent 
acoustical shell will make seating-in-the-round available for 
approximately 5,200 persons. The shell was designed by Chris- 
topher Jaffe of New York City. 

The five-week tour of Europe and Israel by the famous 
musical aggregation was, according to eye-witnesses who made 
the tour, a huge success. 

Among the 18 cities in which the orchestra presented 24 
concerts were Ghent, Jerusalem, Caesarea, Florence, Vienna, 
Monte Carlo, Munich, Amsterdam, Berlin, Copenhagen and 
London, where it gave the final performance at Royal Festival 
Hall. 

The magnitude of the whole tour operation is difficult to 
imagine, but Evelyn Ames, a member of the orchestra gives 
an accurate account of many facets of the undertaking. 

Miss Ames tells how as she stood outside the Concertge- 
bouw at Amsterdam “‘three huge yellow trucks which carried 
all the instruments and the men’s wardrobe trunks drew up 
outside the stage entrance. It was about noon, and they had 
come in from Hoechst (Frankfurt) where we had played the 
night before. I never saw those trucks — which had gone all 
over Europe with us with “New York Philharmonic Tour of 
Europe” printed large on their sides — without feeling a burst 
of excitement and pride.” 

She explained that the instruments had to be flown into 
Berlin “‘as it was too risky to cross that intermediate zone and 
border.” 

On oversea flights — Atlantic, Mediterranean and North 
Sea — half the instruments traveled in the belly of the musi- 
cians’ jet. The remainder went in a cargo jet — all the trunks 
loaded and placed according to charts from rehearsed loading 
with specially-made scale models of every item, from the 
smallest glockenspiel case to the largest kettledrum trunk. 

Besides the instruments and luggage, personnel travel ar- 
rangements ran very smoothly, through the advance hard 
work of the orchestra’s managers and European agents. The 
contingent arrived at its many destinations on time, without 
fuss or confusion, Miss Ames reported. 

“The pace and steady forward drive were hard to imagine. 
Take that same morning in Amsterdam. After the previous 
night’s concert at Hoechst, ten or fifteen miles from any of 
our hotels, we left at 9:00 a.m. (some earlier) for the Frank- 
furt airport. Heavy fog; we experienced one of the only waits 
of the tour, and that, perversely, with a fixed obligation on 
our arrival at the other end. On the flight, the managers 
worked (as usual) checking hotel bills, going over plans, giving 
instructions. Bernstein, I think, was studying scores.”’

Con- 
sider her own forceful start in the 1932 
play that really turned the tide of her 
career. In The Warrior’s Husband, play- 
ing an Amazon princess, Miss Hepburn 
bounded down a stairway with a stag 
over her shoulders, threw down the stag 
and wrestled with her leading man! 

The star of Martha won’t have to go 
this far. But in view of Peter O’Toole’s 
complaint that Hepburn hits him to 
make a point, I wonder ... will Mar- 
tha’s peppery, enthusiastic director turn 
to such emphatic ways when she’s trying 
to get across an idea to her cast?

In all his appearances with the orchestra Bernstein re- 
ceived generous applause and standing ovations. Following the 
last chord of Mahler’s Fifth Symphony played in Vienna, the 
audience broke into a roar “‘like that of a stadium crowd when 
its team scores.” 

A letter of appreciation of the maestro from Vienna ap- 
peared in the Sept. 21 issue of the Paris Tribune, ending with 
“What a wonderful ambassador of good will this great musi- 
cian is.” 

During and following the European tour, glowing reviews 
appeared in the newspapers. The Muenchner Merkur of Mu- 
nich said: ‘“The New York Philharmonic plays with a virtuosi- 
ty that can hardly be exceeded, and the listeners ran the gam- 
ut between mild shock and boundless admiration. Before the 
concert and after each number came tumultuous applause, 
and, at the end, the famous Bernstein roar.”’ 

Perhaps a Berlin paper best described the reaction of lis- 
teners who heard the touring orchestra: 

“A shouting, wildly-applauding capacity audience brought 
Leonard Bernstein back to the podium and the New York 
Philharmonic to its feet 14 times last night in West Berlin’s 
Philharmonic Hall, following stunning performances which 
opened the annual Berlin Cultural Festival. A 20-minute thun- 
derous ovation by a musically-sophisticated Berlin audience 
followed an electrifying interpretation of Mahler’s Symphony 
INO. 5.” 

During the orchestra’s visit to Amsterdam, Bernstein re- 
ceived the Edison Award at a special ceremony at the Con- 
certgebouw where a number of musicians won awards for the 
finest recordings of the year. 

The award to Bernstein was greeted with wild applause 
from the audience, after which the American conductor made 
an eloquent speech. Then he paused for about 10 minutes be- 
fore leaving to listen attentively to a short recital presented 
by a chamber-music group playing medieval instruments — 
recorders, viola da gamba and a portative organ. After that 
came a taped interview before television cameras. 

And so, his already-worldwide prestige enhanced by recent 
international triumph, Leonard Bernstein brings his complete, 
103-strong New York Philharmonic to the Palm Beaches — 
where undoubtedly he will receive as great an ovation as any 
in those other 10 countries. 

After the concert, outside, the rustling palm trees them- 
selves will seem to be saying ‘‘Bravo, bravo, Bernstein!”

The palace was 
one of the favorite residences of Empress 
Maria Theresa, mother of ill-fated Marie 
Antoinette of France, great-grandmother 
of Marie Louise, second wite of Napo- 
leon I. The tomb of Emperor Maximil- 
ian I is in the church that is part of the 
palace. It was built during his lifetime 
and is surrounded by impressive life-size 
bronze statues of his relatives. But he 
was not buried there — on his death bed 
he decreed he would be buried in Wiener 
Nurstadt where he was born. 

Especially since Count Gustav 
Stackelberg was one of the Russian Im- 
perial representatives at the Congress of 
Vienna, on our return to that city my 
husband and I were gratified to be 
taken to see the famous Treaty Room

PAELLA A LA VALENCIANA 


This national Spanish dish is a deli- 
cious confusion of rice, chicken, seatood 
and vegetables in a recipe that varies 
from town to town throughout Spain. 

3 tablespoons olive oil; 1 frying 
chicken cut into serving pieces; 1 finely 
chopped onion; 1% pounds rice, washed 
and drained; 3 peeled, chopped toma- 
toes; % pound frozen green peas; 3 
canned pimientos, drained and chopped;

Add saffron and 
414 cups water. Cover and cook until all 
water is absorbed and rice is cooked. 
Start oven at 450 degrees F. and place 
kettle in oven, uncovered, until golden 
brown. Remove from oven, pick out 
most mussel shells. Let paella set 5 min- 
utes; serve hot. Makes 8 servings.

where the historic Treaty of Vienna was 
signed in 1815. The room is in the or- 
nate Austrian Foreign Office next to the 
palace. (It just so happens, also, that it 
was a Count Stackelberg who introduced 
the Viennese Waltz to Washington in 
the days of Dolly Madison.) 

Vienna was called the “‘Musicians’ 
Holy City’ by Brahms in the Nine- 
teenth Century and the description is 
still apt in the Twentieth. Music and 
the dance are to this day the soul of Vi- 
enna, and great balls are very much a 
part of the winter social season there. 
Mrs. Wilfried Platzer showed us where a 
floor is put over the seats in the Opera 
House for the spectacular Opera Ball ev- 
ery year. It is always opened by a corps 
of ballet dancers and followed by the 
presentation of debutantes in white 
dresses, splendidly gowned guests look- 
ing down at them from the boxes. 

It is a great honor for a young cou- 
ple to be chosen for the Linkswaltzer, 
the unusual counter-clockwise waltz. 
The polka is also popular, but modern 
dancing is barred. Balls which are more 
exclusive and to which it is more diffi- 
cult to receive an invitation include the 
Champagne Riders’ Ball, the Sports- 
men’s Ball and the Vienna Philharmon- 
ic. 

Incidentally, the world-renowned 
State Opera of Vienna which remains 
open from Sept. 1 through April will cel- 
ebrate its 100th anniversary on May 25, 
1969. 

From whence came the elaborate, 
exuberant Baroque style that permeates 
so much of Vienna and Austria?
